| BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
| INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. The following Resolution of the Port Wayne City 
Commission, to-wit: 


"WHEREAS, the owners of the real estate described as 
Lot No. 5 Felger's Addition, more commonly known as 


. 3519 Leesburg Road, located in Allen County, indiana, 


have petitioned and requested the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission to hold a public hearing upon the vacation 
of a certain right-of-way over a part of the above- 
described real estate, said right-of-way being more 
particularly described as follows:
